Eating out can run the 
gauntlet from hot dogs to 
broiled lobster, and the serv- 
ce from treatment to treat. 

[Recommending bistroes is not 
my line, but getting to them 
by bus is. Los Angeles is load­ 
ed with fine restaurants and 
many of them standout like a 
beer salesman at a WCTU 
Convention. Cheek today's 
newspaper for the eatery of 
your choice, but depend on 
the RTD to get you there.

I seem to become involved 
in all sorts of subjects that 

I stray from the bus business, 
but really not too far. When 
he time comes to move or 

buy a home, it could be con­ 
venient and economical to lo­ 
cate on or near a bus route. 
This can be particularly true 
if you have children growing 
up. It's like having a tele­ 
phone on the night stand, you 
feel just a little more comfort­ 
able for knowing it's there. 
RTD, with over 100 lines in 4 
counties, can give you that 
comfortable feeling.

Sometime in the not too dis­ 
tant future, you will be riding 
in 70-mile per hour fully auto­ 
mated luxury styled vehicles. 
This concept is Rapid Transit, 
and it" is inevitable. Until 

[that time arrives, the bus can 
ido a reasonable job of getting 
you to work or where ever 
you want to go. The RTD's 
2200 miles of lines offer a 
cood back up system for th« 
family car. 1 would suggest 
you send for a system map 
just in case. Even Caddies and 
Lincolns'liave been known to 
break down.
